TRANSPORT WORK IN FRANCE 


Lieut. Daly Who Went Over 


Pp. A. Ambulance Unit, Joined Motor Truck Branch of 
French Army. Was Conference Representative. 


Lieut. Fred J. Daly sailed from) New 
York City in charge of the Phillips 
Academy Ambulance Unit on April 28, 
1917. There were twenty-two in all 
from Andover, and the night before they 
sailed a banquet was given them at the 
Harvard Club in New York. At this 
banquet Principal Stearns was the chief 
speaker,—this man who had been so 
largely responsible for the sending of the 
unit and who felt so proud and yet so 
deeply moved as he saw them off to war. 

Upon their arrival all but four en- 
tered the truck branch of service with 
the French army, because of the great 
need for drivers there. — Lieutenant 
Daly was among these, but their work 
carried them to various parts of France 
and the P. A. unit: was broken com- 
pletely. He received his first’: commis- 
sion on November 21, 1917, and was 
made a first lieutenant in the Motor 
‘Transport Corps on October 1, 1918. 

Of his work in France Leiutenant 
Daly has wrilten a brief resume for the 
‘Townsman, Of the countless and varied 
experiences which he, himself, has lived 
through he has not written.

Town Affairs Presented This 


Week. Mr. Frost Writes a Keen Analysis of Con- 
ditions. Mr. Baldwin Makes Strong Reply. 


The Townsman has seldom presented 
more interesting articles on town affairs 
than the following contributions by 
two close students of things as they now 
are in Andover. 


Mr. Frost is at his best, and shows 
that his study of Andover government 
is making him extremely well posted 


Geo. B. Frost says ‘‘Yes’’ 

In the last issue of the Townsman, 
Mr. Baldwin, speaking for the Board of 
Public works, asks the town to appro- 
priate and spend the sum of $3000 this 
year for the enlargement of our filter- 
beds, this to be the -first- instalment 
of $1500 required for this purpose. In 
addition to this amount, the Board of 
Public Works asks the town to spend 
this year upon our highways the the 
following sums: 

For maintenance of 
$25000. 

For new construction $25000. 

For additional new constructidén on 
Lowell street $7500. 


our highways 


For reconstruction of Essex street 
bridge, $4125. 
For new curbing on North Main 


street $609 a gross sum of $65234. 

In addition to this gross amount to be 
‘expended upon our highways this year, 
this Board asks the town for $102080, 
during the next four years, for new 
construction alone. 

For the last six years the town has 
spent upon its Tighways, exclusive of 
state or county ‘aid, the enormous 
amount of $220419, as the following 
table will show.

Chas. B. Baldwin says ‘‘No’’ 
If not too late 1 would like to correct 
an impression which I fear has_re- 
ceived more or less publicity, due in 
part, to the headline which appeared in 
the Andover Townsman dated Friday, 
February 14th, reading as follows: 


“HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
REQUESTS $25,000 MORE 
THAN LAST YEAR.” 


This is the main in true, nevertheless, 
the $50,000 asked for is but $5300 
more than was spent on our highways 
in 1917 (Lowell street not included), 
and is. but $12,000 more than was 
spentin 1916, 

A few years ago a well defined phan to 
rebuild the principal streets throughout 
the town was agreed upon, which met 
with general satisfaction. Last year, 
on account of the war, the work suffered 
a set-back, but’ now that ‘the war is 
over, Why not continue this work of 
re-construction? To do otherwise would 
leave the town in much the same posi- 
tion. as the individual. who: ‘starts toy 
improve his’ property, and makes a 
fairly good showing with the grounds 
directly in front of his home, but if he 
does nothing to the remainder, — say 
three-fourths of his property — the 
contrast puts him in a ridiculous light, 
and it would be better if he attempted 
nothing at all, 

Of those who disapprove of the Board 
doing a certain amount of new work 
equal to what was done in 1917, — for 
that is really all that we can possibly 
hope for with the appropriation sug- 
gested, — I would ask if the work done 
thus far is not satisfactory, and if not, 
what course should be adopted? So 
great is the demand for ‘Tarvia, that it 
will probably be some. years before 
the cost:is back to normal. It would 
not, however, seem to be good business

average gross amount of $51520. a 
year, or more than 40% over the past 
six years. 

These facts should be pondered by 
every intelligent voter of Andover for 
they show: 

a. That it cost $1500, more last year 
to only maintain our highways than it 
cost for our total highway expenses, 
including $12000. for new construction 
Six years ago. 

b. That the cost of our highways is 
cumulative, — the more we spend upon 
them each year, the more we find it 
necessary to spend. 

c. That macadam roads so far from 
being permanent, or less expensive 
in up-keep than our old-fashioned 
roads are of short life and cost more to 
maintain from year to year. 

In open meeting Tuesday evening a 
member of the Board said that the 
ordinary life of a road travelled over 
as is the main street in Andover is 
“four years’, unless resurfaced each 
year. 

To construct a new road each side of 
the track on Main street from the 
centre of the town to the top of Andover 


hill would cost, uecording to his esti- 


mate, $40,000. ‘This reed would 
last only ‘four years’, — unless 
yearly resurfaced. = This — significant 


fact should be carefully weighed by 
candid minds. : 

This holds true, to a less degree of 
course, of every macadamed road in 
Andover; they are short-lived and need 
yearly resurfacing. 

d. Hence the more macadamed roads 
we build in town, the more money must 
we spend each year to keep them from 
wearing out. 

All these facts are familiar to Mr. 
Baldwin. Tle doubtless knows, further, 
that the necessary overhead expenses 
of Andover have enormously increased 
during the last six years. Here are a few 
of the items this year:

Mr. Baldwin) knows, or ought to 
know, that it cost $116,042 more to 
pay our Lown bills last year than it cost 
six years ago; he knows, or ought to 
know, that during this period our 
tax-rate has risen over 48%; that the 
town is deeper in debt by $44660 to-day 


than it was six years ago. though we have 
paid $27,000 each of these years to get 
free from debt; he knows or ought -to 
know, that while our overhead expenses 
have increased $116,042 since 1913, 
our assessed valuation has decreased 
$68,775 since that yeal: 

In the very teeth of these incontro- 
vertible facts how can Mr. Baldwin 
insist upon more and more money for 
his department this year? 

With a debt of $355,000 and an in- 
terest charge of $17,000, with a lessened 
valuation of 68,775 and an increased ex- 
penditure of $116,000; with astate and 
county tax rising higher and yet higher; 
with few, if any new people moving 
into town or new houses being built to 
receive them; with war inflated prices 
for labor and material — how account 
for it that plump up against these phe- 
nomenal conditions an intelligent man, 
having the interest of Andover on his 
heart, and proving by unstinted labor 
his willingness to serve her, — how 
is it that such a man still insists upon 
crowding our tax-payers harder against 
the wall! Does he not see that such 
a policy will surely react, and that 
speedily, against the town? Has he 
not heard the increasing murmurs of 
complaint spreading throughout our 
community? Does he not realize that 
there is a limit to town expenses beyond 
which it is hazardous to go? Does he 
not know that out of seventy-eight 
towns taken by the State as a basis of 
comparison, sixty-two towns are less 
deeply in debt than Andover? Surely 
this is no time to crowd on sail! ! 

The only answer the writer finds for 
this extravagant policy at this time lies 
embedded in Mr. Baldwin’s utterance 
at our last town meeting as published 
in the Townsman of that time. Here 
it is: — “According to the wealth of our 
town we are not going to the dogs.” 
With all courtesy and genuine respect 
the writer asks Mr. Baldwin to explain 
what he means by the “wealth of our 
town’? The writer contends that our 
“town’’ is poor and growing poorer 
every year. It has been shown that 
the town has an assessed valuation of 
$68,775 less today than it had six 
years ago; that so far from paying its 
pills it has run deeper into debt by

viduals in Andover are rich, therefore 
the town is rich and can afford to spend 
for what it wants, lies at the base of our 
present town policy. It is high time 
to cut clean down to the naked nerve of 
fact and realize that a town is poor 
whose treasury is empty. As well try 
to get seven out of six as to get $7.00 
for expenses out of $6.00 of our valu- 
ation. While repudiating any impula 
tion -of- pessimism, the—writer boldly 
declares that under our present policy, 
in spite of Andover’s wealth, she is 
“going to the dogs.” 

If asked what remedy he would 
propose the writer would say: — 

a. Establish a Board of Trade whose 
object and endeavors shall be to entice 
lo our town some new business. This 
is done in other towns and can be done 
here. To do this we need to throw 
overboard our prejudice against the 
incoming of factories, for all higher 
values, are at the last analysis, rooted in 
the work-shop. 

To depend only upon the incoming of 
students or residents to enable us to 
pay our increasing bills is to depend 
upon a broken reed. Its a hope fondly 
cherished by many, but the facts are all 
against it. Only as these invest their 
money in taxable property either di- 
rectly or indirectly; only. as_ their 
presence among us forces us to build 
more houses, more stores. or more 
factories, keep more cows, horses and 
pigs and other taxable property, do 
they disturb by a ripple the yearly ebb 
in our town treasury. 

b. Learn to do without some luxu- 


ries. Every want gratified creates a new 
want. Learn to live well within our 
means; hold back this push of in- 


ordinate ambition that is sinking our 
towns deeper and deeper into” the 
quag-mire of debt. Discriminate be- 
tween a real necessity and a_ pleasing 
desire. To macadam Andover roads 
according to our present ambitions will 
cest. $2,000,000 and then leave un- 
touched seventy-five miles of roadway 
in our town. It will cost $20,000 a mile 
and we should need to build one hund- 
red miles of macadam. 

Take cafe of what roads we have 
and give up this tremendous strain to 
outdo other towns in highway expendi- 
ture. By curbing our ambition fer a 
few years we will have cleared ourselves 
ol debt, enlarged) our pepulation, 
increased our building, and put. our- 
selves where we can wisely do what iow 
it is folly to do.

policy to allow the streets already re- 
built to go from bad to worse, when a 
coating of Tarvia once each year will 
preserve them with little or no extra 
expense for a considerable period. 

We like to have people visit our 
town; we like to have them stay long 
enough to patronize our stores, and we 
like to have them leave with a good 
impression of the town as a whole, but 
the transient does not do the town any 
permanent good. In a_business.-sense 
the town must adopt the policy of the 
progressive merchant, who puts forth 
his best efforts to retain the patronage 
of his best customers. 

The impressions gained by the stran- 
ger who comes bounding and re-bound- 
ing into town, after leaving the State 
road, are not likely to be the same as 
those of the man who drives through 
Winchester or the Newtons, or even 
our neighboring town of Wilmington, 
in so far as its streets are concerned, 
and if by chance he should drive down 
some of the side streets his impressions, 
if at all favorable, are likely to change 
before he leaves town. 

Andover’s hills make road building, 
unless well done, an expensive pro- 
position, There are few of us who can- 
not remember how frequently Brook 
street and Walnut avenue were washed 
out, and at times had to be entirely 
rebuilt. If properly taken care of these 
and other streets which have been re- 
built along permanent lines should last 
for a long time.

Rev. Vaughan Bitriey at November 
Club Told of Taking Doughnuts 
Coffee and Cigarettes to Boys 
in Trenches 


At the November Club Tlouse Mon- 
day afternoon, Rev. Vaughan Dabney of 
Durham, New Hampshire, held the 
interest. of his audience for an all too 
short time, while he told of active work 
in France as a Y. M. C. A. secretary, 

Mr. Dabney went over among the first 
groups of Y. M.C. A. workers and was 
sent at conee to the firing line. He, 
therefore, was well qualified to speak, 
and his message was inspired and 
moving. ITlis praise for the American 
doughboy,: whose valor and cheerful- 
ness he said was unbounded; his stories 
of carrying the welcome tobacco, cho- 
colate and chewing gum to the boys in 
the trenches; his description of the old 
barn that was used as “The Liberty 
Theatre’? with spectators in loft, on 
rafters and the forty who were billeted 
occupying their bunks during 
performances; his pictures of the noise, 
the deaths, the commonplace heroisms 
of battle all combined to hold his 
and to convince 
them of the reality and the glory of war. 

One incident alone is enough to show 
how easy il is for stories about the “Y” 
to spread. He was with the Rainbow 
division, and, in stopping off at a small 
town to get some supplies for his 
battery, he got left behind. A> walk 
of several kilometers brought him to a 
familiar Ford truck with the red 
triangle. “Phe man running the truck 
said he could not take him to his men 
since he, himself, was looking for his 
own company and they must be first 
supplied with the load of cigarettes and 
Dabney said that he 
would stick with him until those goods 
were delivered and then he must help 
him to find his battery. Six o’cloek in 
the evening, therefore, found one load 
distributed and another taken on, and 
the two men en route for the next place, 
six miles away. The road was so 
crowded with, on one side returning 
troops, emply ammunition trucks and ar- 
tillery, and on the other a slowly moving 
cyravan bringing fresh supplies that it 
took -unti six, o’elock the following 
morning to move those stx miles. All 
along the way they were met “with 
“gimme a smoke! But Mr. Dabney 
said he had made up his mind that his 
own boys were to have those smokes, so 
he steeled his heart 
kinds of names were 
boys said, 


given him. The 
“you've no right to hold on 
to those smokes. Our folks at) home 
sent ‘em. Wait till we get home and 
tell “em you refused to hand ‘em oul.” 
Late that afternoon the battery was 
discovered in an open field fighting in 
open battle. German planes’ were so 
near that pistols were used, for firing 
at them.” The boys Were given é a fifteen 
minute recess and maybe Mr. Dabney 
wasn't glad he had worked so hard to 
bring those boys the weleome smokes. 
One “YY” man worked steadily lighting 
matches and putting the cigarettes into 
the boys’ mouths for they were so 
weakened and trembly their fingers 
could not move right. Not one cent 
was charged and every boy was told: 
“The folks back home sent you these. 
They are thinking about you, boy.” 
The day before Easter he went out to 
a trench with coffee and doughnuts. 
The boys all made him promise to re- 
turn the next day Ieaster day. At 
dawn they were attacked, all the most 
fiendish gases in the world came over 
and the trenches were blasted 


away. 
In the remains was one boy left. And he 
said, “IT knew vou'd come.” There 


in that hideous place the two held an 
Easter service, more impressive and 
nearer God than they could ever be 
again. M 

These workers, 3000 of them, have 
been criticized lately, and Mr. Dabney 
said.it reminded him of the story of the 
Irishman to whom some. one _ said, 
“Isn't it a terrible war?” Tle replied 
with the optimism characteristic of his 
race, “Yes, but sure and it’s better 
than no war at all.” And he said out of 
the large number of 3000 workers there 
are bound to be mistakes; but, with the 
Inshman, he feels that the “Y" is 
better than no mistakes at all. For it 
brings a touch of home to the boy and it 
gave him a last “God bless you, lad’’ as 
he went out over the top.

The first three songs are by Mr. Francis 
Hopkinson, who was one of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
and these songs were sung not only in 
America but in France, where they were 
performed in the salon of Thomas 
Jefferson when he was ambassador to 
France. He wrote of these songs (6 
George Washington, telling how they 
were received here. The first American 
song was written in 1758. 

The next three songs were found by 
Mr. Endicott in the Boston Public 
Library, and as near as he can deter- 
mine, they must have been brought 
here by our French and English an- 
cestors. ‘These songs were part songs 
which Mr. Endicott has harmonized.

EXTENSION OF TIME 


Time for Internal Revenue Tax 
Returns has been Extended 
for Extreme Cases 


Collector of Internal Revenue John 
F. Malley has approved a novel fea- 
ture, since adopted in other collection 
| districts throughout the country, which 
will serve for all practical purposes 
as a possible extension of forty-five 
days time for the filing of corporation 
income and excess profit tax returns in 
cases where corporations are unable to 
complete and file their returns by 
March 15th. 

If a corporation finds that for good 
and sufficient reason it is impossible 
to complete its returns by March 15th, 
it may make a return of the estimated 
tax due and make payment thereof, not 
later than March 15th. — Collector 
Malley will accept the payment of the 
estimated tax and agree to accept the 
revised and completed tax return with- 


in a period of not more than forty-five 
days. ; 

Should the payment on March 15th 
of the estimated tax due be greater 
than the tax eventually found to be 
due on examination of the completed 
return, the excess payment will be auto- 
matically credited to the next install- 
ment which will be due on June 15th. 

Provision for systematically handling 
this new feature will be made in the 
construction of the new return blanks 
for corporations. The new form will be 


a combined income and excess profits 
blank, embodied in which is a de- 
tachable letter of remittance. Any 


corporation which finds that, for suffi- 
cient reasons, it cannot complete its 
return by March 15th, may detach 
and fill out the letter of remittance 
and forward same to Collector Malley 
on or before March 15th, together with 
a check, money order, or draft for the 
tax due on that date. If the exact 
tax is not known, the estimated tax 
due will be paid in this manner. A 
statement in writing of the reasons why 
|it is impossible for the “corporation 


to complete the return by the speci- 
fied date must accompany every such 
| remittance. 


Individual taxpayers will be given 
similar privileges in cases in which it is 
made clear by the taxpayer that the 
time available is not sufficient to enable 
him to complete his return by March 
15th. No reason exists, according to 
Mr. Malley for delaying the filling of 
the returns of individual incomes, 
except in unusually difficult cases. 

Forms for returns of individual 
incomes in ‘excess of $5,000 will be 
distributed by Collector John F, Mal- 
ley within a few days. Corporation 
panes will be distributed by March Ist.

“Tt is to supply in some measure the 
crying needs in this line of relief, that 
Red Cross chapters now are summoned 
to a new knitting task. Fortunately 
there is in stock a considerable quantity 
of yarn, originally intended for use in 
knitting garmegts for the soldiers. ‘This 
yarn is to be4mfde available as quickly 
as possible for the making of stockings, 
mufflers and sweaters for children who 
are innocent sufferers of war now ended, 
and shawls for women who have lost 
homes and loved ones — everything ex- 
cept the hope which must be turned to 
courage in order to set the world going 
again. 

“To what happier use could this left- 
over material be put than just this form 
of relief now presented? What greater 
opportunity could there be to serve for 
those who learned the beauty of service 
when the guns were roaring? Some- 
times in the past, in the enthusiasm of 
their patriotic energy, women workers 
have said that they did not want to knit 
for refugees; that they wanted to knit 
for soldiers. Whatever reason there may 
have been in such declarations hereto- 
fore, it certainly has no existence now; 
for there is no need whatever for addi- 
tional soldiers’ garments, while there is 
need so great that it cannot be exag- 
gerated for all the garments that can 
be supplied for hundreds of thousands — 
millions, of unfortunate human beings 
in other lands. 


““Theimmediate duty of the Red Cross, 
on a ‘peace basis’ is to supplement the 
tremendous work of relief which the 
governments will be compelled to carry 
on.

they must maneuver the heavy loaded 
trucks. Horses, troops, motors, all 
blockaded the way and meant  nerve- 
racking driving. No time for sleep 
could be taken save in the seat of the 
truck while the other man took his turn 
at the wheel. Food, too, must be 
snatched in the intervals. Only chosen 
drivers could do this and the French 
realized that the Americans with their 
recklessness and fearlessness were the 
best drivers. These troops which were 
brought to help out the British were the 
ones that stopped the German drive. 
And after that, the Allies began their 
great advance. 

Lieutenant Daly was with the 101Ist 
Supply Train that was attached to the 
26th Division and, while the regular 
officer in charge of the First Company 
was at Meaux being trained in French 
Motor Transport rules and regulations 
he had charge of the company. There 
were six companies in the 10Ist Supply 
division and when the regular officer re- 
turned Lieutenant Daly had charge of 
training the second company, which was 
made up of New York troops, and which 
he took into action in the Reserve 
Mallet. 

In August, 1918, he was sent to be a 
representative at an Inter-Alhed con- 
ference held at Rozoy for fifteen days. 
Ten American, ten British, three Bel- 
gian, three Ttalian and twenty French 
representatives met to systematize and 
make uniform the traffie control at the 
front so that a convoy composed of any 
allied units might pass from one zone 
of action another without causing 
congestion and with all) possible effi- 
ciency, A) Erench commander whose 
duties would be Similar to those of 
Marshal Joffre would regulate the large 
troop movements and have at his dis- 
posal at any time 24,000 trucks. Of 
these there were 8000 American, 8000 
British and 8000 French, Belgian and 
Itahan trucks. Major Doumencq was 
the man chosen to undertake this com- 
mand and it would have been. of in- 
finite help to the Allies. During these 
fifteen davs the men listened to lectures 
on German motor service, on the British, | 
French and Ttalian systems and. the big 
outline for a complete control of all 
transportation on all fronts was planned 
out. 
oAfter_this.conference Lieutenant 
Daly was sent up to the Argonne Forest 
region to help prepare traflic regulations 
for the big drive. All during that fight- 
ing he was there. When the armistice | 
was signed he had been assigned to the 
9th Corps as assistant to the Motor 
Transport officer and was to have been 
ordered to Germany.

“Phere are no sta- 
tistics to verify the statement, but we 
have been told that) the volunteers 
working in the Reserve Mallet) trans- 
ported over half the material for the 
attack. “The Reserve Mallet is called 
after the French officer, Captain Mallet, 
who commands the unit. And when the 
history of the war has been written the 
record of the unit will shine out among 
the other branches of the service. 

“With the arrival of the American 
troops in increasing numbers, the ques- 
tion of entering our own army and what 
we should enter, became the

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there was the thrill not to be found in 
driving for days and nights in dust, 
mud, rain, sometimes from dawn to 
dawn, and even longer. It is safe to say 
without fear of contradiction, that our 
Andover unit gave everything and at 
all times in that branch of the service 
which called them. 

“On October 1, 1917, those of us who 
remained with the transport service 
were sent to Soissons where we had our 
camp along the banks of the River 
Aisne. And from that time until the 
armistice was signed the transport work 
was stupendous, the only lull being 
during December, 1917, and January, 
1918, and this simply because it was 
so bitterly cold that the war practically 
came toa standstill.

time from one side of France to the 


other in order to block the gap made by 
the German ‘hordes who ‘had~ broken 
through the British frant in the west 
It was again the Mallet Reserve which 
was called upon for large treop transport 
to stem the tide at Chateau Thierry and 


i later on they went to tke defense of 
| Campeign and Amiens, thereby taking 


in almost the entire fighting region. It 
was this work which made our com- 
manding officer remark that there was 
glory to be won at the steering-wheel 
just. as well as;at the field-piece -o1 
machine-gun. ; 

All during this work I had thought of 
the other P. A. men who had sailed from 
New York, for I believe I was the only 
one of the Andover unit left in the 
Reserve Mallet at this time; but. 1 knew 
that wherever they were, it was the same 
thing going on, and that they were 
giving their best. Many have given 
their all, but their work and the way 
they sought to render service at the 
greatest risk to themselves will never be 
forgotten, and they are among those 
whom Andover is proud to number 
among the long list of heroes.
